Lately. the-«Moscow press has 
confessed that the Russian people, 
emancipated by enlightened: govern- 
ment, are still the slaves of vodka. 
Drunkeness, therefore, is to be cured 
bya -kind-of five-year temperance 
plan of agitation, persuasion and 
education. 

This is not Russia’s first attack 
on the old enemy. From the begin- 
ning of the First World War until 
1924 both czarist and revolutionary 
governments attempted to enforce 


complete prohibition, and made no 
more of a success than the blunder?

Prohibition. was__ followed _ by 
local option in 1929 and gradually 
all the old restraints on drinking 
were removed. Such lusty statesmen 
as Josef Stalin, and even the austere 
Mr. Molotov, -made vodka almost a 
symbol of the Revolution and their 
followers at international conferences 
customarily attempted to drink the 
weaker Westerners under the table.

Recently, I had an interesting experience 
I went out to the University of Chicago with 
Mr. Mauricé Goldblatt, the man who has dedi 
cated the remainder of his life to the raising 
of money for cancer research 

After luncheon with the able Dean of the 
Medical School, Dr. Coggeshall, and a chat 
with the famous surgeon, 
Dr. Huggins; who is doing 
so much for men with ¢an- 
cer of the prostate gland, 
we visited a number of the 
research workers, in the 
Nathan Goldblatt Hospital 
and the Billings Hospital 
and then went through the 
new~ Argonne Cancer Re 
search Hospital 

I was most interested in 
the department of the Ar 
gonne Hospital in which men Were assembling 
and readying for use the new machines which 
are to supply extremely powerful cancer-kill 
ing rays. 

There was the “bomb.” made up*of radio 
active cobalt which gives off as powerful a 
beam. of gamma rays as would come from 
many millions of dollars’ worth of radium, 

Ther» there was the Van der Graaf electro 
static accelerator, the basic principle of which 
is like that of the old:rotating glass disc ma- 
chine which was used by the “ 
stidied x-rays in 1896, It looks like 
barrel perhaps 20 long and 3 
diameter. Out of one end of it comes a finely 
focused beam of 2,000,000 volt rays 

Another machine that delivers very power 
ful rays is the new Stanford type of linear 
accelerator. It is a long tube through which 
the electric missiles are shot at a trem 
speed and with great force. In additi 
these three new sources of rays, the la 
atorv has two of the powerful 250-kilovolt 
x-ray machines in which the high tension cur 
rent is supplied by a transformer 

All these machines produce rays so power 
ful that the concrete walls he 
to be made extra thick. This. is 
protect the workers in rooms adjacent 
one in which powérful rays are being 
ated. These rays can now through 
a patient's body.and out the other side. A 
way in the past the problem has been to get 
enough rays into a tumor, to kill the cancer 
celis, without at the same time burning the 
person's skin

Hungry Hordes Poise for Bite-and-Run Attacks on Victorians 


By HUMPHRY DAVY 

Hordes .of mosquitoes 
equipped with well- honed 
drills for bite-and-run attacks 
wilk soon be on the prowl in 
Victoria 

While the pests are in sea- 
son now, weather conditions 
in the past few weeks should 
bring them out in unusual 
large numbers, according .to 
entomologists. 

They predict a “tremendous 
Increase” in the -mosquito 
army within the next month, 


Two types of mosquitoes 
exist in Victoria — the fresh 
water and salt water varie- 
ties, 

The salt species is by far 
the most common and vicious 
in this area. It is larger than 
its fresh water cousin and is 
equipped with a longer sting. 
It breeds by the millions in 
shallow: pools by the sea. 

Mosquitoes travel far afield 
from their breeding grounds.., 
Assisted .by air currents they 
will travel for miles inshore. 


This sometimes gives rise to 
the erroneous belief that they 
breed in long.grass. 
so. The mosquitoes’ breeding 
home are ponds, sloughs and 
other quiet waters. 

One of the worst breeding 
areas for mosquitoes in Vic- 
toria is Portage Inlet with its 
shallow waters and’ pools. 
Ten-to-one if a person is bit- 
ten by one at Royal Oak or 
Mount Douglas, the pest came 
from this area, Authorities 


It isn’t | 


said this breeding ground 
could easily be brought under 
control, with new insecticides. 


Many people are extremely 
allergic to mosquitoe bites. 
The pests spoil the fun of 
bathers, holiday makers, 
country week-enders and fam- 
ilies living in summer cot- 
tages. Some individuals, how- 
ever, seem to be immune’ to 
the pests. 


While there is no evidence 
that mosquitoes in Canada 


carry diseases harmful to hu- 
man beings, the pests in 
warmer countries spread 
deadly infections. In the 
Prairie provinces, they are 
known to carry a disease 
harmful to cattle, but so far 
humans have not been af- 
fected. ‘ 

Entomologists suggest the 
following offensive and defen- 
sive measures againgt the 
pest. s 

1. Spray. ponds and sloughs 
with DDT, 


, 2. Apply mosquito repel- 
lents, now sold in the form of 
aerosols, to clothing and ex- 
posed parts of the body. 


: 


3, Use fine (16-mesh) screens | 


on doors and windows, Larger 
mesh screens can be made 
safer against infiltration by 
painting both sides. 


4. Use aerosol bombs of the 
“right type” to clear an in- 
fested room. Be sure, however, 
to follow carefully the printed 
directions on the bomb.

In addition to being Premier 
and President of the Council, 
Mr. Oliver coritinued to hold 
his old portfolio of Railways. 
He also continued as Minister 
of Agriculture until ‘Hon. E. 
D. Barrow took over that 
portfolio April 25, 1918. 
Premier Oliver died August 
17, 1927, and was succeeded 
as Premier by Hon. J. D. 
MacLean who was sworn in 
August 20, 1927. Mr. Oliver 
was the 19th premier of B.C, 
since the province entered 
Confederation in 1871, Mr, 
Bennett is the 26th.
